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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 06/1 1/2007 has been entered. The amendments to the 
specification overcomes the objection to the specification and drawings set forth in the 
office action mailed on 03/29/2007 with the exception of the % issue and the JTS issue. 
The amendments to the claims overcomes the 101 rejection and most of the 1 12 
rejections with the exception of the 112 rejections for amended claims 11, 12, and 19 
which are addressed below. 

2. The amendment filed 06/1 1/2007 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

the changing of % to millisecond in paragraph [0047] is not supported by the 
specification; and 

the change from JTS to JPS is not supported by the specification because 
paragraph [0032] does not describe carlets as communicating with the JPS and 
10/104,267 does not either. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 06/1 1/2007 concerning the 103 rejection have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive because the newly claimed limitation "an 
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application buffer, located at the telematics server" is not conveyed by applicants 
specification. Claim 1 was explicitly amended to claim this claim limitation and claims 9 
and 14 were argued to contain the limitation at page 19. In view of this claim issue the 
103 rejection will be held in abeyance until this issue is resolved. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
"drawer manager" is described in paragraphs [0024] at line 2, [0026] at line 2, 

[0045] at line 6, and [0047] at lines 4 and 5 while the remainder of the specification 
describes draw manager. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-12 and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The newly claimed limitation "an 
application buffer, located at the telematics server" is not conveyed by applicants 
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specification. Claim 1 was explicitly amended to claim this claim limitation at line 10, 
claim 9 was implicitly amended to include this limitation at lines 3 and 11-13, and claim 
14 was implicitly amended to include this limitation at lines 2-3, 4-5, and 8-9. 
Additionally claims 9 and 14 were argued to contain this limitation at page 19. The 
specification describes the application buffers 502a-502n are located in computing 
device of telematics client, refer to paragraphs [001 1] and [0039] which describes 
application buffers 502a-502n are located in computing device of telematics client and 
refer to paragraph [0007] which describes resource limited networked devices. The "an 
application on server 116" discussed in paragraph [0033] does not convey that 
application buffers 502a-502n of the telematics client are located at the server because 
of bandwidth limitations in the network and in view of paragraphs [0034], [0036], and 
[0037] which discusses a plurality of applications (carlets) present at the telematics 
client. Thus, the application buffers supplying image data to the draw manager are 
located at the telematics client. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 11,12, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 11: 

The function the logic module is performing is not clear since when the update 
time periods are expired then there should be no more updated image in need of 
capture. The specification does not assist in understanding this claim. 

Claim 12: 

At line 2 "manipulate the captured updated image data" and at lines 3 and 4 "the 
logic module to manipulate being configured to perform interpolation" are claimed but 
the Detailed Description starting at page 9 of the specification only describes performing 
interpolation based upon current and previous image data received from the application 
buffer, see page 22 of the specification. Since the term manipulate is a very broad term 
the scope of the claimed manipulate is unclear even in light of the clamed interpolation 
because this claim does not limit the "module to manipulate" to interpolation since it is a 
comprising claim that does not positively limit the manipulation to interpolation. 

Claim 19: 

At line 1 "method operation of writing the data from the application buffer to a 
draw manager" does not clearly refer to the first image data or second image data of 
parent claim 14. The whole claim limitation needs rewording. 
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9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
